To the original plan avon minor details of 
life wera managed by statute. Physicisna 
and lawyers employed ou salorics, usa of 
tobacco discouraged, liquors and wines pur- 
chased only at tha storehouac of the com- 
pany ond oxclusively for family uso, 
churches and scoret societies forbidden, 
but freedom of worship allowed among 
individuals and families, co-operation in 
cooking, apartment housea and govera- 
montal journaliem were among the items of 
the code of regulations, Dfore liberal pto- 
visions have since been found advisable.

Fifteen tboasand shares having becn 
disposad of, from New York, Pennsylvania, 
Wisconsin, Michigan ond States further 
wost, about four huadred colanists in 1886 
firat- made the long journey to the tocation 
of what they hoped to sco » model common- 
wealth, Thoy took with them alt their 
worldly possessions and began life anew. 

They bad to rough it badly, They 
arrived at tho end of along drought, and 
only by hardest labour conld they oxtract 
subsistence from soil, and river, and scs. 
The rainy season dronched their ill-roofed 
homes, and caused tho death of one settler. 


DESEBTELS AND BECRUITH. 


But many had gone to tae colony who 
should not have done so, Abont 
half the party retarood home diacouraged 
ond dishcartaned. The remainder stoyod 
by the ventnre, and for three years, their 
numbers being increased only by occasional 
little groups, they worked toward their 
ideal state. “ 

In the fall of 1890 over two hundred 
qore went to tho front, and since thon the 
colony hes been awolled, ontil now five 
hundred nre on tho ground, with arrange- 
montis mads for at loast two considerable 
parties to bo added daring 1895. It is 
somewhat remarkable that the proportion 
of women and children is so lurge, the mou 
being acarcely more than forty per cent. of 
the colony’s atrength. ‘There has never 
heen a recurrence’ of the severities of tho 
first year's exporionco, bat the struggle 
has, nevortholess, boun a constant one.

Throughout the ooloy’s oxperience the 
central iden uuder whioh it was organised 
has not bean forgotten. Co-operaieo has 
rulod. Every pound of grain or truit ruised 
has been turned iuto a commou fund, pre- 
aided over by a director. Each labourer— 
man, womad or ohild—working va the ditch, 
on the ranch, or on the truck furm of La 
Logia, a four-hundred-acre tract near the 
myer, haa received payment in company 
scrip, threa ‘eredits,’ or-throe dollurs a day, 
Tho sorip is reocivable for material from the 
company’s store-house, which has by -meuus 
Of the farm’a produce, the. sale of stock to 
northern investors and ovntributions from 
friends, usually been fairly well filled.
